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Applicant provisionally elects the invention of Group II, with 
Claims 9-17 being drawn to an apparatus combination. Applicant traverses 
the restriction requirement with respect to the claims of Group I, namely, 
Claims 1-8 and 18-23, in that such claims should be included with the combin- 
ation of Group II. Claim 18, for example, is embodied in Claim 9 and thus 
the relationship between combination and subcombination is indistinct and 
the Examiner must have searched for the subcombination otherwise the combin- 
ation would not have been found to be allowable, i.e., the combination as 
claimed requires the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability. 

Applicant does not traverse the restriction requirement between Group 
III and Groups I and II, and authority to cancel same is given to the Examiner 
to cancel same when all Claims 1-17 and 18-23 are allowed.
